On the 
second day he was accusing no 
one in particular, but the Army 
in general, of coddling Commu- 
nists. 

But the issue was, and is, one 
which the American people sure- 
ly will begin to understand. 

Why was there such a deter- 
mined and abusive effort by Sen. 
McCarthy to obtain a bomb- 
proof commission for David 
Schine? 

Did Sen. McCarthy try to get 
a commission for your son? 

How many fathers and moth- 
ers sought desperately to have 
their sons get the preferential 
treatment accorded Mr. Schine? 


Why? 


Why was there such a frantie, 
almost hysterical campaign by 
Roy Cohn, the senator’s counsel, 
in behalf of Private Schine? 

What’s behind those three? 

Why did McCarthy say, a few 
weeks ago, that ‘“‘Schine was 
now useless to him’ ... but 
now comes solidly in, not for 
Schine, but in defense of Roy 
Cohn’s abuse and threats to the 
Army? 

There is more here than meets 
the eye. 

What McCarthy has done to 
the country is give it a sort of 
sickness. 

For example, we have the Sec- 
retary of the Army, Robert T. 
Stevens. He has been head of 
a successful textile business; 
has been all his life before his 
community as a decent, truth- 
ful man of integrity. 

Yet, McCarthy, by innuendo, 
tries to make it appear he has 
been a disloyal citizen, coddling 
Communists in the Army. 

Because we are not a military- 
minded nation, we have never 
regarded the Army as a truly 
professional career. We have 
listened to politicians, from the 
time of Gen. Washington until 
now, charge the Army with 
waste and inefficiency, until we 
regard it with somé suspicion. 
Gen. Washington wrote in his 
memoirs of how he almost de- 
spaired of holding the small Co- 
lonial Army together because of 
the attitude of, and neglect by, 
the Congress of his time. 

But—we have never before put 
the Army in politics. 


Politics 


And history shows us what 
happens when we do. It be 
comes a political Army. And 
political armies are used by men 
who wish to unseat elected gov- 
ernments and impose their own, 

We fought two great wars— 
and while we had invaluable 
help, it was this nation which 
supplied the final and knockout 
punch. This was especially true 
in the second great war. 

We couldn't have coddled too 
many enemies in our midst. 

We had the atomic bomb years 
before anyone else. 

Why? 

Theyre is an official answer 
from Germany. 

During the Nuernberg trials 
the German military officers testi- 
fied that because the Nazi govern- 
ment had exiled some scientists 
and others had fled the country 
rather than conform to Hitler’s 
enforced decrees, they were 
never able to complete the 
bomb—being always about two 
years behind. 

We can’t have 
many enemies in that field. We 
beat our foes to the punch. 

Sen. Fulbright of Arkansas 
said in a public speech Thurs- 
day that the business of the Con- 
gress and the government has 
been paralyzed for more than a 
year by the unsustained McCar- 
thy charges. 

Are we to sacrifice the Army, 
the government, the confidence 
in our country and one another 
to this man’s power lust?

The Chief Executive also said that “if 
the day ever comes when personal con- 
flicts are more significant than honest de- 
bate on a great policy, then the flame of 
freedom will flicker low indeed.”

But it also is a well-blended cream 
souffle. 

The President will pardon us if we say 
that the newspapers, like the people, must 
first know what the policy is and be able 
to define and present it. They do this 
only if the administration lays it on the 
line. 

The President, for example, must know 
that even now there is no assurance that 
Joe McCarthy won't be able to confuse, 
if not control, the nation’s foreign policy. 
Also, as the Democratic newspapers well 
know, since they have been fighting the 
President’s battle in foreign policy, along 
with Democratic senators and congress- 
men, it doesn’t help any to have the GOP 
leaders define Democrats as members of a 
party of treason. 

They do so only because the President 
hasn't spoke directly on the subject. 

Certainly government has been par- 
alyzed by the McCarthy ambitions. As- 
suredly the flame flickers low while the 
Army is dragged into politics. Of course 
when the President says that if the day 
ever comes when personal conflicts are 
more significant than honest debate on a 
great policy, the flame of freedom will 
flicker low, he is talking about Joe Mc- 
Carthy. The more astute know that he is. 

But why doesn’t the President say so? 
A shocking lot of Americans are halfway 
going along with McCarthy because they 
don't know the President really loathes 
him. They think the President must ap- 
prove. 

We stand, as before, on the ground 
that the President’s foreign policy is basi- 
Cally right. We again reaffirm our full 
faith and confidence in him and sincere 
affection for him. 

But souffles aren’t enough. Let’s have 
some meat.

Is Still a Great Story 


The annual report of the Agricultural 
Extension Service of the University of 
Georgia College of Agriculture is a re- 
vealing document. It shows the continuing 
and remarkable progress of Georgia farm- 
ers, of rural living and use of the land. 

“Georgia’s agriculture has undergone 
many far-reaching and dynamic changes,” 
say Dean C. C. Murray and Associate Di- 
rector Walter S. Brown in a foreword to 
the report. “The farmers of Georgia have 
accomplished a remarkable achievement 
in increasing their production with a large 
decline in the number of people living on 
farms. The only way that this could be 
done was through increasing their effi- 
ciency.” 

Indeed they are right, as the report 
shows. In almost every category, gains 
have been registered. Higher crop yields, 
diversification, improved living conditions, 
electrification, and the rapid growth of the 
livestock and poultry industries are all in- 
dicative of a “new look” on Georgia farms. 

Cash farm income increased from a lit- 
tle more than $300,000,000 in 1943 to more 
than $600,000,000 in 1952. Income from 
€attle, hogs and dairy products has grown 
Zo a point that it exceeds that from crops. 

sh income from poultry has jumped 
from about $35,000,000 in 1943 to more 
than $125,000,000 in 1952. 
~*. While income from farm crops has de- 
‘Rreased in relative importance to the total, 
Georgia farmers are producing more and 

tter crops on their tillable acreage. 
orn yields, for instance, have increased 
“rom a per acre average of about 12 bush- 
@ls in 1944 to 20 bushels in 1953.

@hroughout the state. In 1934, 2.8 per 
ent of Georgia farms were electrified.

Traffic Board Makes 
Right Parking Approach 


The new Atlanta Traffic and Trans- 
portation Commission headed by Gen. 
Alvan C. Gillem has gone to work. 


Among the first of the problems it has 
tackled is a man-sized one—parking in the 
downtown area. The commission has or- 
dered a survey of the Mitchell and White- 
hall street area to see if enough off-the- 
street space is available so that parking 
at the curb can be banned on those two 
busy streets. 


If sufficient off-the-street space is not 
available, then sooner or later it must be 
provided, either by private investor, by 
public agency or through the cooperation 
of both. 

The time has come when cities simply 
cannot afford curbside parking. No other 
kind of space is as expensive. But for cars 
standing at the curb there would be more 
room for traffic flow. Widening a busy 
street to permit this kind of parking with- 
out obstructing traffic can cost from $10,- 
000 to $50,000 per parking space created. 

It is much cheaper to provide. the 
space off the street and, when you do, you 
add a traffic lane. 

Close students of the problem can see 
the handwriting—there at the curb. Even- 


tually and inevitably in congested areas 
it's going to read: “No Parking at Any 
Time.”

Severe Penalties Are 
One Answer to Usury 


An Atlanta loan company manager has 
been sentenced by Superior Court Judge 
Jesse Wood to $2,000 or 24 months on his 
plea of guilty on seven counts of usury. 
Owner of the company, also indicted, is 
still to be brought to trial. 

The penalty is not too severe. The 
widespread abuse of lending laws, as evi- 
denced by 20 indictments now, pending in 
Fulton Superior Court, must somehow be 
ended. The other cases are slated for trial 
next week. 

Sol. Gen. Paul Webb is continuing his 
investigation of violations in Fulton Coun- 
tv. He is seeking additional indictments 
and will present his evidence to a Fulton 
grand jury in the near future. 

The solicitor general is to be com- 
mended for his accomplishments to date 
in cleaning up a bad situation. He should 
continue his investigations until the job 
is completed. 

The sentence meted out by Judge 
Wood is an example of justice properly 
applied. Wrist slapping will not discour- 
age loan sharks. Penalties must be severe 
enough to make preying upon the unfor- 
tunate unprofitable and a risky business.

Alert to the Future 


Despite recession talk, United States 
incomes in February stood at only 1.6 per 
cent below the all-time high set in July, 
1953, a compilation by the‘ magazine 
Business Week reveals. 

The index for February, 1954, stood 
at 305.1, compared with 302.9 for the same 
month in 1953. The rate of gain over the 
previous year has declined. In other 
words, 1954 gains in incomes over 1953 
are less than the 1953 gains over 1952. 

Indications of confidence in the busi- 
ness community are recent revised figures 
that show manufacturing industries plan 
to spend as much or more this year as 
they did in 1953 for new plant and equip- 
ment. Total expenditures planned by all 
business this year is only 4 per cent be- 
low 1953. 

Businessmen are reasoning that, de- 
spite fluctuations, they will be better able 
to meet competition and to keep sales 
volume high by expansion and moderniza- 
tions. In other words, they see plenty of 
market possibilities for the firm that pre- 
pares itself to go after them. 

American business is preparing for the 
long haul. The alert businessman knows 
that his position cannot remain static.

Now comes the Bureau of the 
Census, a nose-counting institution 
headquartered in Washington, -The 
bureau in a statement issued a few 
days ago declared Georgia has 
144,846 persons working for gov- 
ernment—local, state and national. 


Slightly over 56,000 of this num- 
ber were in the pay of the federal 
government. A simple exercise in 
arithmetic will tell us the number 
working for state and local gov- 
ernments. 

What this leads to—if there {is 
some doubt it is leading anywhere 
—is that the census study shows 
Georgia has more U.S. and less 
state and local employes per capi- 
ta than the rest of the nation on an 
average basis. 

There are 157.2 U.S. workers per 
10,000 persons in Georgia compared 


to 140.8 in the nation, and 248.2 lo- 


cal and state workers here against 
284.4 per 10,000 in the nation. 
This gives the state a fairly good 
ratio in the country, but there is 
another element in the picture. 
A great number of Georgians 
work on the farm. They are not a 
portion of the working force -of 
manufacturing, trade, service and 
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all 


which keeps track of such 


government. When we look at 
Georgia employment minus the 
man on the farm there appears a 
picture of government importance 
in employment that is practically 
astonishing. 

This is it: 

Government employment com- 
prises more than 16 per cent of the 
total nonfarm employment in Geor- 
gia. This put another way means 
that 16 out of every 100 people you 
meet — not counting agricultural 
employes, remember — work for 
some branch of government. 

These employes spend money 
like everyone else, have the same 
food, rent and clothing cares the 
rest of us have, and, therefore, are 
integral parts of our economy. In 
other words, tax money isn’t being 
put out of sight. Government em- 
ployes have to eat. 

The 16 per cent is amazing, how- 
ever, and it would be interesting 
if the Bureau of the Census would 
get backeandte.mechanical horse 
and calculate Georgia's position as 
regards government workers as a 
percentage of the nonfarm work 
force.

WASHINGTON—Vice President. Nixon’s off- 
the-cuff statement that we might send troops 
to Indochina may have caused an uneasy chill 


to sweep the country, but it caused an even greater flap around the 


Pentagon. 


Brigadier generals snorted through their moustaches like 


startled stags, and the corridors were filled with bird colonels of the 
Army and Air Force darting from office to office carrying baskets 


full of hastily prepared documents. 


The facts are that the possibility 
of our overt intervention in Indo- 
china seemed to take the planning 
sections of the three services by 
surprise. It may be, as has been 
reported, that the National Secur- 
ity Council had been toying with 
the idea a long time. If so, they 
hadn't passed any specific word 
to the people who’c have to carry 
out the commitments. 

The truth is that taking a limited 
part in a going war is about like 
trying to take a limited part in a 
blowing cyclone. Sooner or later 
you get sucked into the vortex. 
Even such a limited participation 
as providing air transport for 
French reinforcements from North 
African take off points to areas out- 
side the actual zone of combat puts 
us on a dangerous road. 


The route of the transports lies 
within range of fighter aircraft. 
Suppose, then, the troop carrying 
planes came under aerial attack? 
This means they have to have 
fighter cover. Which in turn means 
fighter crews and aircraft and 
bases for them to fly from and se- 
curity guards to protect these 
bases, who are combat troops— 
and supply, both by air and sea, to 
support these troops—which means 
that both the Navy and the Air 
Force are involved in the Indo- 
china conflict.

Which would be mighty hard for 
Mr. Nixon and Mr. Eisenhower to 
explain in an election year. 

None of this may come to pass 
of course. But it’s\a thing the 
Army fears. As one old soldier put 


it: “They start putting the Air 
Force in, and the NaW in, and 
the first thing we know, it's the old 


beat up Army that has to go in 
and pul them out—or get killed 
trying.”’

WASHINGTON—It is easy to forget. 
is why history repeats itself—the history of men 
and the history of their land. There was back 


identifies the spirit of Easter with 
the rest of the calendar year. It 
reads: ‘for resurrection living 
. There is resurrection power .. 
And the praise and prayer of trust- 
ing ... May glorify each hour... 
For common days are holy .. . 
And the year’s an Easter-tide ...

. In living faith abide.”’ 

The early church did not single 
out one day in the year to com- 
memorate the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ. That designation came 
much later. Each Sunday that the 
New Testament Christians joined 
in worship and praise, they cele- 
brated the resurrection. The resur- 
rection was the cardinal truth of 
their faith. It was the message of 
the open tomb which made their 
belief significant and distinctive. 

Their worship was consistent 
with the words of St. Paul: “If 
Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain’”’ (1 Cor.

The government promoted meas- 
ures to bring back the land ang 
prevent a recurrence of the dis- 
aster, and it was a national dis- 
aster, affecting all of us. About 
three-quarters of a million acres 
were bought by the government 
and put back to grass. Congress 
created the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice in the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to supervise conservation 
measures and teach farmers how 
to protect their land. 

Somehow somebody forgot, as 
human beings will. Now, 20 years 
later, we have another ‘‘dust bowl” 
covering some of the old area, and 
some areas not injured previously. 

We are having an official re- 
minder in the conference Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has called at the 
White House for next Monday with 
governors of five states—Kansas, 
Colorado, Oklahoma, New Mexico,

the Soil Conservation Service on 
the basis of up-to-the-minute sur- 
veys, along with recommendations 
for further long-range remedial 
measures. 

The land damage is fully as bad 
as it was 20 years ago. The story 
behind it is about the same as 
that told us by President Roose- 
velt. High prices for wheat in the 
Second World War encouraged ex- 
panded cultivation and production. 
About 4,000,000 acres of land for- 
merly in grass was ploughed up 
for quick profits. Of this about 
3,000,000 acres wars not suited to 
cultivation because of insufficient 
moisture, though the abnormally 
good weather during the war was 
deceptive. 

Part of the problem again, as 
before, is due to what were called 
then, and still are, ‘‘suitcase farm- 
ers’’—that is, people who came in, 
some buying large tracts, to make 
a quick killing on war prices. 

The government has helped with 
loans for feed and seed onan 
emergency basis, and for listing 
and chiseling the land to check its 
blowing away. Once again, the gov- 
ernment must put on another con- 
servation campaign, retelling the 
same old story of the urgent neces- 
sity of protecting our national heri- 
tage.
